ANALYSIS OF TABLE 9.2 
GSP grew by 1.7% in the March quarter, continuing a pattern of increasing growth from 


the 0.6% increase recorded in September quarter 1996. Growth through the year to 
March quarter 1997 was 4.4%, Wages, salaries and supplements grew by 1.6% in the 
March quarter to be 5.6% higher than in the same quarter of the previous year. Growth 
in gross operating surplus of 2.2% in the March quarter and 4.9% for the year to March 
quarter 1997 was the strangest for any state on both counts. Indirect taxes less subsidies 
grew by 0.5% in the March quarter, the first increase since March quarter 1 096, Despite 


this increase, a fall of 2.2% was recorded for the year to March quarter 1997,
